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In an address recently delivered 
here by Dean Kyle of A. and M. 
College, that learned educator de­ 
clared that “our e n t i r e agriculture 
structure must be rebuilt. 
Dean Kyle is one of the leading 
thinkers along agricultural lines in 
the country and what he says must 
bt given serious thought. 
■‘I am not going to attempt to 
say what is wrong with agricul­ 
ture in other states and countries," 
said the dean of A. & M. College. 
“But I am convinced that the prin­ 
cipal trouble with agriculture in 
Texas is that years ago we built 
a faulty foundation. 
We had only 
two corners to the structure; one 
of these was built on cotton, the 
other on beef cattle. In laying the 
foundation for our own future ag­ 
ricultural structure I want to sug­ 
gest that we ha vt four corners, 
the first one to consist of live 
stock with the dairy cow occupy­ 
ing a prominent position; the sec­ 
ond to consist of poultry; the third 
of crops with frui; and vegetable 
crops being given more recogni­ 
tion and the fourth and final cor­ 
ner should be a safe and sane ag­ 
ricultural economic policy. 
“Agriculture built on 
such 
a 


foundation as this will give us hap­ 
py, contented, prosperous farmers 
instead of an unhappy, a c ro s ­ 
porous class of people we no*W 
have.” 
Previously Dean Kyle had point­ 
ed out that of the 500,000 farms in 
Texas 200,000 were without a sin­ 
gle dairy cow. 
Moreover in the 
whole state, he said, there are only 
about a milion dairy cows and 50 
per cent of these are unprofitable 
because they are inferior animals. 
An additional 30 percent are un­ 
profitable due to ignorance and 
mismanagement of the operators. 
He compared the 
situation 
with 
that in Wisconsin where 2,000,000 
dairy cows on 200,000 farms pro­ 
duced an average 400 pounds of 
butter fat annually as compared 
with less than a 
million 
dairy 
cows on 30,COO Texas farms with 
an annual average production of

LUBBOCK, June I.— In his ad­ 
dress to the graduating class of 
Texas Technological College Dr. 
W. B. Bizzell, prisident of the Uni­ 
versity of Oklahoma aud former 
president of the Agricultural and 
Mechanical College of Texas, pre­ 
dicted a bright future for the new 
W eston institution. 
“My prediction is,” said Dr. Biz­ 
zell, "that in years to come men 
will journey to this intellectual 
center seeking knowledge and wis­ 
dom as they did of old when they 
wandered to Paris, to Bologna or 
to Oxford.

Now Is the Time 
Cull Your Poultry 


(Special to Th# Bagla) 
COLLEGE 
STATION, June 2 
—Now is the time to begin cull­ 
ing the farm poultry flock, accord 
ing to D. F. Irving, professor of 
poultry husbandry at the A. and 
M. College of Texas. 
With the 
price of eggs due to stay fairly 
low for several more months, only 
the best birds in tht flock will be 
able to return a profit above the 
cost of feed and labor, Professor 
Irving said in a recent discussion 
on culling. 
He also brought out 
the fact that meat prices are high­ 
est at this season, so that in many 
cases there will be more profit in 
culling^ and selling 
now, 
though 
some of the birds may still be lay­ 
ing. 
“Another point in the favor of 
culling at this time is that the re­ 
moval of the adult birds will allow 
more tim* and space to be devot­ 
ed to the 
growing 
pullets, 
on 
which the hopes for next year are 
based.” 
Professor 
Irving 
said. 
“ In addition, the reduction of the 
feed bill for the layers will have 
a tendency to conteract the stead­ 
ily increasing amount of feed used 
by the growing birds. 
“Unless the heavy 
bretds can 
lay close to twenty eggs a month, 
and that is high production for 
them during the summer, it will 
actually be more profitable to sell 
them now. 
The lighter bretds can 
be kept profitably if they are lay­ 
ing over fifteen eggs a month. 
Of 
course if a certain output of eggs 
is requir d, or the birds art- yield­ 
ing breeders and are to be kept 
another year, it would be foolish 
to cull so soon; but if part of the 
flock is to be sold in the Fall any­ 
way, it will be worthwhile to re­ 
move the poorer ones now. 
“The following rules may be ob­ 
served in removing 
poor 
birds: 
(I) In the case of all yellow-skin­ 
ned bretds, remove birds that show 
any yellow pigment in the beak or 
sh a n k s; ( 2 ) in the case of heavy 
breeds, remove the birds that ar® 
exctsaively fat. 
(3) If birds have 
bet n marked with spiral bands for 
for broody periods, remove those 
birds that show excessive broodi­ 
ness. 
(4) Remove all crow-head­ 
ed birds. 
(5) Remove all birds 
that are poor in fKsh as they will 
not lay profitably. 
(6) Remove 
birds that have excessively large 
abdomen from one that is merely 
full from heavy laying. 
"Confine the culled birds clo#e- 
ly for a week, and feed heavily on 
grain and wet mast before market­ 
ing. 
Use a regular laying mash 
with twt nty-five per cent corn 
meal added. 
This should put all 
the birds, even the broody ones, 
in good condition for the market. 
From twenty to twenty-five cents 
per pound will ordinarily be real­ 
ized after this fattening period.

The program for the w « k is prac­ 
tically completed, stated Dr. Cox 
and will include discussions rela­ 
tive to the business side of cot­ 
ton production by many national 
authorities. 
The purpose of the week of lec­ 
tures is to bring about a meeting 
of a number of those men who are 
interested in securing a working 
knowledge of cotton as an aid 
to their interpretation of cotton 
production and 
its 
relation 
to 
their particular businesses, stat­ 
ed Dr. Cox. 
The program as arranged for 
the first day of “Cotton Week” will 
be on th* subject of “The Eco­ 
nomics 
of 
Cotton 
Production.” 
Among the men who will have

contest, Prof. E. P .Humbert, head 
of ithe department of genetics at

The idea of a board to super­ 
vise th« institutions of higher edu­ 
cation, embodied in the Wood bill 
as passed by the Senate has been

Texas for 25 y< ars, Dr. T. O. Wal­ 


ton, president of the A. and M. 
College, said in appearing before 
the committee in opposition to the 
measure. 
Asked by Senator A. E. Wood, 
author of the measure, 
why the 
A. and M. College was the only 
school objecting to the bill, Dr. 
Walton said other institutions had 
been threatened with vetoes of ap­ 
propriations if they objected to the 
suptrvisory board plan. 
Gov. Dan Moody, who attended 
the hearing, asked Dr. 
Walton 
whether he had threatened any 
veto, and Dr. Walton replied that 
A. and M. authorities were told by 
others that the Governor would 
exercise his veto power. 
“ With a board in existence ss 
provided by tile Wood bill, there 
would come a time when one insti­ 
tution would dominate,” Dr. Wal­ 
ton said. 
“ And that would be bad. 
no matter whether it was A. and 
M. or the University or any other 
institution.”
